Historical 


HE    Idaho    Admission    Act    provided    that 

C"Vi  100,000  acres  of  public  land  should  be  set 
J)  apart  for  State  normal  schools.  As  this 
act  further  provided  that  none  of  this 
land  should  be  sold  for  less  than  $10  per 
acre,  little  income  has  been  received  from  this  source, 
but  each  year  the  amount  is  increasing. 

The  second  State  Legislature  in  1893  located  two 
State  normal  schools,  one  at  Albion  and  one  at  Lewis- 
ton.  It  provided  that  each  school  should  receive  one 
half  of  the  proceeds  from  the  State  normal  school 
lands,  but  made  no  appropriation  for  the  support  of 
the  schools.  However,  the  citizens  of  Cassia  County 
raised  $3,000  by  popular  subscription  and  built  the 
■  )ld  rock  building  which  is  now  a  part  of  the  main 
building.  In  this  building  Rev.  Charles  Lyles  con- 
ducted a  school  during  the  winter  of  1893-94.  In  189-1, 
Prof.  F.  A.  Swanger  was  elected  president,  and  in  Sep- 
tember, 1894,  opened  the  school  with  one  assistant 
and  23  students. 

In  1895,  the  Legislature  passed,  over  the  governor's 
veto,  a  bill  appropriating  bonds  with  a  face  value  of 


$75,000  to  the  use  of  the  two  normal  schools.  These 
bonds  were  sold  at  a  good  premium  and  procured 
$46,760.63  for  the  use  of  the  Albion  State  Normal 
School.  In  1895-96,  the  main  building  was  erected. 
In  1901,  the  old  dormitory  was  built.  In  1905,  $29,000 
was  appropriated  for  a  second  dormitory,  and  the  citi- 
zens of  Albion  donated  five  acres  of  ground  to  increase 
the  size  of  the  campus.  The  new  dormitory  is  now 
occupied  by  the  young  ladies,  and  the  old  by  the 
young  gentlemen. 

The  recent  opening  of  the  Twin  Falls  and  Minidoka 
tracts  makes  Albion  a  most  desirable  place  for  a 
school  from  the  standpoint  of  population  as  well  as 
for  other  reasons.  The  liberal  appropriation  by  the 
last  Legislature,  secured  through  the  tireless  efforts 
of  Senator  George  A.  Day  and  Representative  Harry 
T.  West  has  made  possible  large  increases  in  the  facul- 
ty and  the  equipment  of  the  school.  The  town  of  Al- 
bion has  united  its  public  school  with  the  Model 
School  and  a  complete  Model  School  building  has  been 
erected  for  the  training  department.  This  gives  the 
school  special  facilities  for  training  teachers,  facilities 
unexcelled  in  the  northwest.

The  Albion  State  Normal  School  is 
Aim  of  the  School,  distinctly  a  normal  school.  Every- 
thing; is  made  subservient  to  the 
training  of  teachers.  However,  it  is  recognized  that 
in  order  to  be  a  good  teacher,  a  person  must  have  a 
proper  knowledge  of  the  subject  matter  which  he 
teaches.  This  being  true,  the  first  three  years  of  the 
school  are  devoted  exclusively  to  academic  work.  In 
the  fourth  year  the  student  gets  some  professional 
work,  but  the  academic  work  prevails.  In  the  last 
year  of  the  course  but  little  attention  is  given  to  aca- 
demic work,  almost  all  of  the  student's  time  being  de- 
voted to  professional  work  and  teaching. 

The  students  who  will  find  work  in  the  school 
adapted  to  them  are  of  three  classes.  The  first  class 
is  composed  to  those  who  intend  to  make  teaching  a 
profession  and  who  will  want  to  take  the  complete  five 
years'  course,  leading  to  a  State  certificate  and  life 
diploma.  The  second  class  is  composed  of  those  who 
have  not  time  or  the  resources  to  take  the  five  years' 
course  and  wish  to  get  the  reviews  of  the  common 
branches  and  some  or  all  of  the  professional  work  so 
that  they  may  be  better  fitted  to  teach  though  the 
teaching  be  done  on  a  county  certificate.     The  third 


class  is  made  up  of  those  who  are  principally  desirous 
of  securing  a  thorough  training  in  the  academic  sub- 
jects. This  class  of  students  gets  all  of  the  work  nec- 
essary to  fit  them  for  a  collegiate  course.  While  the 
Albion  State  Normal  School  is  in  no  sense  a  prepara- 
tory school,  yet  the  thorough  instruction  which  is 
given  has  caused  a  number  of  students  to  come  to  the 
normal  school  in  preference  to  high,  or  other  prepara- 
tory schools,  for  their  preparation  for  college. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  trustees  and  faculty  to  keep  ever 
present  in  the  school  a  proper  student  spirit.  Athletics 
and  kindred  branches  of  school  life  are  encouraged  but 
ever  and  always  the  one  purpose  kept  in  view  of  the 
students  is  that  they  are  in  school  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  for  life,  and  that  their  preparation  can  be 
made  only  through  good,  hard,  earnest  work  and 
through  a  careful  attention  to  the  courses  they  are  at- 
tempting to  pursue.  The  school  asks  only  for  the  best 
of  students.  The  sluggard  is  not  desired  and  the  stu- 
dent who  goes  to  school  only  because  his  parents  wish 
him  to  is  not  sought  for.  The  aim  of  those  in  author- 
ity will  be  to  maintain  the  high  scholastic  spirit  which 
has  marked  the  school  through  past  years.  To  stu- 
dents who  are  thoroughly  in  earnest  and  wish  to  get

all  they  can  get  out  of  their  school  life,  a  very  cordial 
welcome  is  given  and  unquestionably  there  is  no  bet- 
ter place  than  Albion  for  such  students. 

Albion  is  situated  in  a  beautiful  mountain 
Location,  basin,  at  the  southwest  point  of  which  Mt. 
Harrison  raises  its  majestic  head  some  10, 
000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  No  more  beautiful 
location  could  have  been  found  in  the  State.  From 
the  front  steps  of  the  main  b'v'lding  the  whole  basin, 
with  its  cultivated  fields  and  beautiful  scenery,  can  be 
viewed.  No  one  could  live  and  work  amid  such  sur- 
roundings without  feeling  an  uplifting  influence. 

Albion  is  the  county  seat  of  Cassia  County.  It  is 
not  on  the  railroad,  and  in  consequence  is  free  from 
the  distractions  of  a  railroad  town.  It  is  about  sixteen 
miles  distant  from  Burley,  which  place  is  on  the  Mini- 
doka branch  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line.  A  daily  stage 
connects  Albion  and  Burley.  There  are  ample  accom- 
modations at  Burley  for  students  passing  through. 

Albion  has  an  elevation  of  about  4,700  feet.  It  is 
exceptionally  free  from  epidemic  diseases,  and  enjoys 
an  enviable  reputation  for  its  healthful  climate.  Its 
pure,  cool  mountain  air  makes  it  an  ideal  place  for 
school  work.  At  no  time  during  the  school  year  is 
the  heat  excessive. 


The  school  plant  consists  of  four  build- 
Buildings,  ings.  The  main  building  is  117x80  feet, 
two  stories  high,  with  basement  under 
the  entire  building.  It  contains  two  offices,  the  library, 
two  cloak  rooms,  the  laboratories,  the  society  halls, 
the  training  school,  the  armory,  the  assembly  room. 
and  six  recitation  rooms- — all  above  the  basement.  In 
the  basement  are  the  coal  bins,  boiler  room,  bath  and 
toilet  rooms,  the  manual  training  room,  and  two  store 
rooms.  It  is  the  administration  and  recitation  build- 
ing. 

The  boys'  dormitory,  erected  in  1901.  lies  just  to 
the  east  of  the  main  building,  and  is  60x45  feet.  About 
35  boys  can  be  accommodated  in  this  building.  It 
makes  a  splendid  home  for  the  boys,  who.  heretofore, 
have  had  to  depend  upon  the  accommodations  they 
could  secure  down  town. 

The  girls'  dormitory,  erected  in  1905,  is  a  magnifi- 
cent two-story  building  82x131  feet.  It  gives  the 
young  ladies  a  beautiful  home.  In  the  basement  is  a 
large  dining  room  capable  of  seating  150  at  one  time. 
In  this  dining  room  both  the  young  ladies  and  young 
gentlemen  take  their  meals.  There  are  in  the  base- 
ment  also  a   bakery,  several  trunk  rooms,   a  laundry 

and  other  similar  accommodations.     There  is  no  bet- 
in 
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ter  dormitory  in  the  West  than  this.     It  will  give  ac- 
commodations  to  ninety-eight  young  ladies. 

The  Model  School  building,  erect- 
The  Model  School,     ed  during  the  summer  of  1907,  is 

a  beautiful,  one-story  structure 
built  with  especial  attention  to  the  needs  of  a  strictly 
modern  school.  It  is  well-lighted,  has  plenty  of  black- 
board space  and  is  seated  with  the  best  adjustable 
desks  to  be  had.  It  is  the  home  of  the  training  depart- 
ment and  the  kindergarten  and  is  a  model  school  build- 
ing in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

All  of  the  buildings  except  the  Model  School  are 
furnished  with  steam  heat  and  electric  lights. 

In  planning  the  dormitories  ar  1  their 
Dormitories,     furnishings  the  chief  consideration  has 

been  to  give  the  students  healthful  and 
cheerful  homes.  Each  room  is  furnished  with  study 
table,  dresser,  chairs,  bedstead,  springs,  mattress,  pil- 
lows, commode,  washbowl,  pitcher,  slop  jar  and  lamp. 
Usually  there  are  two  students  in  each  room. 

Students  are  expected  to  furnish  their  own  towels, 
toilet  articles,  including  tumbler  or  mug  and  one  tea- 
spoon for  the  room,  table  napkins,  one  pair  of  muslin 
or  outing  flannel  sheets,  one  pair  curtains,  one  pair 
pillow  cases,  one  pair  heavy  blankets  or  comforts.  The 


name  of  the  owner  should  be  worked  on  these  articles, 
and  on  the  wearing  apparel,  including  gossamer,  um- 
brella and  overshoes.  In  addition  to  the  above  re- 
quired furnishings  each  student  is  privileged  to  bring 
pictures,  cushions,  draperies,  light-weight  rockers,  or 
any  thing  else  which  will  add  to  the  comfort  and 
home-feeling  in  the  room. 

Each  student  who  stays  in  a  dormitory  will  be  re- 
quired to  make  a  deposit  of  five  dollars  before  the  key 
to  his  room  is  given  to  him.  This  is  returned  to  the 
student  when  he  leaves,  minus  the  amount  necessary 
to  cover  breakage,  etc. 

Expenses  may  be  made  very  light.  Board 
Expenses,  and  room  in  dormitory,  including  health- 
ful food,  heat,  light,  use  of  laundry,  bath- 
tub, and  room  furnishings  costs  $14  per  calendar 
month  if  paid  in  advance,  from  $2  to  $4  per  month 
cheaper  than  at  any  similar  school  in  the  State.  Hook  ■ 
may  be  estimated  at  about  $12.50.  No  tuition  is 
charged  for  residents  of  Idaho.  A  registration  fee  of 
one  dollar  each  semester  will  be  required  of  all  stu- 
dents taking  work  in  the  normal  department.  Each 
student  will  also  be  required  to  pay  a  literary  society 
fee  of  one  dollar  a  year  to  the  literary  society  to  which 
he  belongs.  There  are  very  few  demands  upon  the  stu- 
dent's money  in  Albion. 
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The  school  has  a   splendidly  equipped 
Laboratories,     chemical    laboratory    in   which    twenty 
students,  working  individually,  may  be 
accommodated  at  one  time. 

The  physical  laboratory  has  been  recently  equipped 
with  fine  new  apparatus,  which  puts  this  laboratory 
almost  on  an  equality  with  the  chemical  laboratory. 

The  facilities  for  work  in  botany,  zoology  and  geol- 
ogy are  good.  The  school  is  supplied  with  a  number 
of  compound  microscopes  and  has  a  fine  collection  of 
geological  specimens. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  last  two 
The  Library.  Legislatures,  the  school  now  has  a  fine 
library  of  more  than  2,000  volumes,  ex- 
clusive of  government  documents.  The  southeast 
room  of  the  lower  floor  of  the  main  building  is  used 
for  a  library  and,  for  a  while,  offered  ample  facilities 
for  it,  but  within  a  very  short  time  a  larger  room  will 
have  to  be  provided.  The  library  contains  a  very 
choice  selection  of  the  best  books  for  reading  and  re- 
search purposes.     There  is  but  little  dead  matter  in  it. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  reference  and  reading 
books  a  large  number  of  the  best  periodicals  and  pa- 
pers are  subscribed  for  by  the  school,  among  which  are 


the  Review  of  Reviews,  World's  Work,  Literary  Di- 
gest, Atlantic  Monthly,  McClure's,  Everybody's,  Sat- 
urday Evening  Post,  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  School 
Journal,  Primary  Education,  Harper's,  The  World  To- 
day, Current  Literature,  Kindergarten  Magazine, 
North  American  Review,  etc.  The  students  make  good 
use  of  these  periodicals.  In  addition  to  the  above  most 
of  the  daily  and  weekly  papers  of  southern  Idaho  are 
placed  on  the  library  tables. 

There  are  two  literary  societies 
Literary  Societies,     connected     with    the    school,    the 

Emersonian  and  Philomathean. 
These  societies  have  beautiful  halls  fitted  up  by  the 
students  with  carpets,  curtains,  pictures,  pianos, 
friezes,  etc.  The  members  are  proud  of  their  halls  and 
justly  so,  as  they  have  been  pronounced  the  finest 
literary  halls  in  the  State  by  competent  authorities. 

Each  student  of  the  normal  department  is  required 
to  join  one  of  these  societies  and  take  an  active  part  in 
its  work.  The  faculty  carefully  supervises  the  work  of 
the  societies  and  sees  to  it  that  each  student  does  his 
part.  As  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  depart- 
ments of  school  work,  it  receives  much  attention.  The 
societies  meet  each  Friday  evening. 
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The  Training  School,  which  was 
Training  School,  instituted  January  3,  1905,  has 
proven  an  immense  success  in  ev- 
ery way.  Not  only  have  the  normal  students  received 
great  help  from  the  practice  of  teaching,  but  also  the 
instruction  received  by  the  pupils  has  been  of  such 
a  character  that  parents  from  other  towns  and  even 
other  counties  are  applying  for  admission  for  their 
children  into  the  Model  School.  A  detailed  account 
of  the  work  done  in  this  department  will  be  found  in 
another  part  of  the  catalogue. 

The  public  schools  of  Albion  have  been  turned  over 
to  the  Normal  School  to  be  used  as  a  training  school 
in  connection  with  the  training  department.  The 
training  school  is  housed  in  the  new  Model  School 
building,  erected  during  the  summer  of  1907.  The 
kindergarten  and  all  of  the  grades  are  represented  in 
this  school,  and  it  affords  the  best  of  facilities  for 
training  teachers.  A  detailed  account  of  the  work  of 
the  training  department  will  be  found  in  another  part 
of  the  catalogue. 

The  Kindergarten  Department,  which 
Kindergarten,     was  instituted  at  the  beginning  of  the 

school  year  of  1905-1906  has  proven  of 
great   benefit   to  the  school.     In  addition  to  offering 


special  training  in  kindergarten  work  to  those  who  de- 
sire to  become  kindergartners,  it  has  afforded  a  means 
for  all  the  Juniors  and  Seniors  to  observe  kindergarten 
work  and  so  become  acquainted  with  this  very  import- 
ant branch  of  school  work.  The  kindergarten  train- 
ing course  is  outlined  on  another  page. 

The  Manual  Training  Department, 
Manual  Training,     which  was  instituted  in  September, 

1905,  has  proved  most  popular  with 
students  and  of  great  benefit  to  them  in  their  work. 
The  school  has  one  of  the  best  equipped  carpenter 
shops  in  the  West.  The  students  in  Mechanical  Draw- 
ing have  made  most  excellent  progress.  Instruction 
is  given  in  all  the  branches  of  manual  training,  includ- 
ing paper  cutting  and  folding,  weaving,  clay-modeling, 
cardboard  work,  basketry,  etc.,  in  addition  to  the 
woodwork. 

The  manual  training  department  is  as  well  equipped 
and  is  doing  as  good  work  as  the  manual  training  de- 
partments of  any  other  schools  in  the  West,  and  is 
fully  prepared  to  give  the  latest  in  this  important 
branch  of  school  work. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  de- 
Piano  and  Harmony,     sire   to  get   musical  training  at 
the   normal   school  the  Depart- 
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merit  of  Piano  and  Harmony  was  instituted  in  Sep- 
tember, 1905.  This  department  has  proven  very  pop- 
nlar  and  contains  a  large  number  of  students.  This 
and  the  public  speaking  departments  are  the  only  ones 
in  which  a  tuition  fee  is  charged.  The  rates  of  tuition 
are  given  in  another  portion  of  the  catalogue. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  is  taken  in  ath- 
Athletics.  letics  by  the  students  of  the  school,  al- 
though the  athletic  part  is  not  allowed  in 
any  sense  to  dominate  the  student  spirit.  The  school 
takes  an  active  part  in  all  athletic  events  provided  for 
by  the  Idaho  Scholastic  League.  In  1906  the  football 
team  won  the  championship  of  southern  Idaho.  Pro- 
fessor Thompson  maintained  his  great  reputation  as 
a  football  coach  during  the  past  season,  although  the 
team  was  defeated  for  the  championship.  A  strong 
team  is  expected  in  the  fall  of  1908. 

Baseball  receives  much  attention  during  the  spring 
months  under  the  leadership  of  Professor  Shepherd, 
who  coaches  the  team.  The  baseball  team  of  1907 
tied  for  the  championship  of  southern  Idaho. 

Basketball  is  popular  among  the  young  ladies  of 
the  school.  A  fine  basketball  ground  is  located  on 
the  athletic  field  and  considerable  attention  is  given 
to  this  sport. 


Tennis  has  also  received  considerable  attention.  The 
new  athletic  field  which  is  being  fitted  up  will  offer 
better  facilities  for  all  outdoor  sports. 

The  President  and  other  members  of  the 
Lectures,     faculty  are  prepared  to  deliver  popular  and 

educational  lectures  in  southern  Idaho.  No 
charges  will  be  made  for  delivering  these  lectures,  but 
it  is  expected  that  all  expenses  will  be  paid  by  those 
under  whose  auspices  they  are  delivered.  Arrange- 
ments may  be  made  by  addressing  the  President. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  ^ 
Lecture  Course,  splendid  lecture  course  for  the  com- 
ing winter.  These  lectures  and  en- 
tertainments will  be  given  in  the  Normal  School  audi- 
torium. They  are  first  class  attractions  and  will  add 
much  to  the  life  of  the  school.  This  lecture  course 
will  give  the  students  an  opportunity  to  hear  the  very 
best  talent  upon  the  lyceum  platform. 

The  school  is  a  member  of  the  Ida- 
Literary  Contests,  ho  Scholastic  League  and  takes 
an  active  part  in  the  work  of  that 
league,  winning  first  place  in  the  grand  declamatory 
contest  held  at  Pocatello,  April  26,  1907.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  contests  in  declamations,  and  debates  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  League,  an  annual  contest   in 
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oration  and  declamation  is  made  a  feature  of  each 
commencement.  These  contests  have  proved  interest- 
ing and  profitable.  The  prize  is  a  gold  medal  to  the 
winner  in  each  contest. 

For  the  present  year  there  will  be  main- 
Preparatory  tained  a  preparatory  course  covering 
one  year's  work.  The  course  will  in- 
clude the  regular  work  of  eighth  grade 
students.  Only  such  students  as  may  be  able  to  com- 
plete these  subjects  in  one  year  are  eligible  for  en- 
trance into  this  department. 

Students  who  are  admitted  to  the 
Entrance  first  year  class  in  the  normal  course 

Requirements,     must  present  satisfactory  evidence  to 

the  effect  that  they  have  completed 
the  eighth  grade  work  as  outlined  in  the  State  course 
of  study.  Certificates  of  graduation  from  the  eighth 
grade,  grades  on  final  examinations,  and  such  other 
credentials  as  may  be  secured  relating  to  previous 
school  work  should  be  presented  by  candidates  for  ad- 
mission. Academic  work  will  be  accepted  from  any 
high  school  whose  course  of  study  equals  that  out- 
lined by  the  State  high  school  committee.  The  faculty 
reserves  the  right  to  examine  a  student  coming  from 


any  school  in  any  branch  in  which  his  daily  work  be- 
trays an  insufficient  knowledge. 

Applicants  for  advanced  standing  must  present  cer- 
tificates of  satisfactory  work  in  those  branches  from 
which  they  wish  to  be  excused  or  take  examinations  in 
such  branches. 

At  their  meeting  of  April  24,  1907,  the 
Diplomas  and     Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Albion  State 
Certificates.         Normal    School   passed    the   following 
resolution  : 

"Resolved,  That  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1907- 
1908  the  regular  course  be  lengthened  to  five  years, 
and  that  graduates  from  the  five-year  course  shall  re- 
ceive a  three-year  certificate  to  teach  in  the  schools  of 
Idaho,  and  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  grad- 
uation they  may  receive  a  life  diploma  which  shall  be 
a  life  certificate  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  Idaho:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  candidate  for  a  life  diploma  presents 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  or  she  has  taught  suc- 
cessfully one  school  year  of  not  less  than  five  months 
consecutively  after  graduation  and  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  considers  him  or  her  worthy  to  receive  such 
life  diploma ;  and,  Provided  further.  That  the  class  of 
1908  may  be  graduated  from  the  four-year  course  in 
force  before  September,  1907." 
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Course  of  Study 


The  course  of  study  in  the  normal  department  pro- 
vides for  five  years'  work.  The  fact  that  this  is  a  nor- 
mal school  and  that  it  exists  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
training  teachers  has  been  kept  constantly  in  mind. 
The  work  of  a  normal  school  is  usually  spoken  of  as 
being  both  academic  and  professional.  By  academic 
work  is  meant  such  work  as  is  done  in  all  schools;  as 
algebra,  chemistry,  history,  etc.  By  professional  work 
is  meant  that  work  which  treats  solely  of  the  science 
and  art  of  teaching;  as  methods,  history  and  science 
of  education,  etc.  Due  prominence  should  be  given  to 
each  branch  of  the  work.  After  a  thorough  discussion 
of  the  conditions  which  have  to  be  met  by  the  Albion 
State  Normal  School  the  faculty  unanimously  agreed 
upon  the  following  permanent  course  of  study  as  being 
most  nearly  ideal  to  meet  the  existing  conditions.  It 
is  not  contended  that  this  is  the  best  course  of  study 
for  all  normal  schools,  but  every  subject  has  been 
given  its  allotted  place  and  time  for  some  good  and 
sufficient  reason,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  course  of 
study  may  stand  the  test  of  actual  use.

Inflections,  con- 
jugations, the  elements  of  syntax  and  a  Cae- 
sar vocabulary  of  about  800  words  will  be  mastered. 
Constant  attention  will  be  given  to  English  derivations 
from    the    Latin.

lore  and  Caesar  will  be  read  toward  the  close  of  the 
year.

A  close  study  of  Latin  syntax,  idiom  and

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HISTORY  II. 


Mediaeval  and 
Modern  History. 


This  course  is  closely  connected 
with  the  preceding.  Special  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  barbarian 
invasions  and  resulting  kingdoms, 
the  rise  of  the  Fuedal  System,  the  consolidation  of 
France  and  growth  of  absolutism,  the  peculiar  develop- 
ment in  England  that  led  to  constitutional  govern- 
ment, the  Renaissance,  the  Reformation,  the  rise  of 
Russia  and  Prussia,  and  the  forming  of  the  present 
German  Empire,  and  the  Kingdom  of  Italy.  Through- 
out the  course  contrasts  and  comparisons  in  political 
development  of  the  various  nations  will  be  made,  and 
the  student  will  be  encouraged  to  apply  the  lessons  of 
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history  to  modern  movements.    A  considerable  amount 
of  reference  reading  is  required.     Text,  Myers. 

HISTORY  V. 

In  this  course  the  institutional 
American  History  growth  of  the  United  States  will 
and  Civics.  be   studied.      The    growth    toward 

liberty,  the  Revolution,  the  "Crit- 
ical Period,"  the  struggle  between  Democracy  and  Na- 
tionality, Slavery  and  the  Union.  Reconstruction  and 
the  Expansion  of  the  United  States,  will  be  topics  for 
special  treatment.  A  study  of  the  source  in  the  Mc- 
Donald Documents  will  be  attempted  and  class  dis- 
cussion encouraged.  These  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  outside  reading  will  be  required.  Much  attention 
will  be  paid  to  the  professional  side  of  the  subject.  A 
special  study  will  be  made  of  the  modern  methods  of 


teaching  history.  Some  time  is  given  in  the  course  in 
civics  to  the  study  and  discussion  of  theories,  but  the 
main  object  is  to  have  the  students  acquire  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  growth  and  practical  workings  of 
local,  state  and  national  governments,  political  parties. 
etc.  Texts,  Channing's  Student's  History  and  Ash- 
lev's  American  Government. 

The  school  exists  to  prepare  the 
Political  Economy,     pupils  for  good  citizenship.     It  is 

to  prepare  the  teacher  to  fulfill 
this  function  of  the  school  that  this  course  is  given 
It  is  expected  to  give  the  students  a  knowledge  of  the 
recognized  laws  of  political  science  as  a  basis  upon 
which  they  may  ground  their  judgments  concerning 
the  political  and  industrial  questions  which  they  and 
their  pupils  will  have  to  face.  This  course  will  be  given 
by  President  Axline.     Text,  Bullock. 


MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT- Professor  Carter 


The  purpose  of  this  subject  is  to  call  into 
Algebra,     play  the  reason  rather  than    the     memory. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  factoring,  the 
equation  and  elimination.  During  the  second  semester 
the  binomial  theorem,  theory  of  equations,  logarithms, 
etc.,  are  touched  upon.     Text,  Stone-Millis. 


The  student  is  expected  to  become  fa- 
Geometry,     miliar  with   the    technical    terms    of    the 

science,  to  memorize  the  fact  of  the  the- 
orems, to  get  from  the  demonstrations  of  the  text  the 
spirit  of  geometrical  proof,  and  to  develop  a  mastery 
over  the  proofs  of  theorems  for  original  work  and  orig- 
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inal  construction  of  problems.  Logical  thinking  and 
accuracy  of  expression  are  insisted  upon.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  those  parts  which  parallel  arithmetical 
mensuration.  The  work  in  the  first  semester  is  plane 
geometry.  During  the  second  semester  the  plane 
geometry  is  completed  and  solid  geometry  mastered.

Realizing  that  too  many  teachers

First  Year. — The  aim  of  the  first  year's  instruction 
is  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  elements 
of  the  language,  a  good  pronunciation  and  a  wide  vo- 
cabulary. Easy  sight  reading  is  done  throughout  the 
year.  Great  stress  is  laid  upon  conversation.  Best 
known  poems  and  proverbs  are  learned.  Composition 
work  throughout  the  year. 


Second  Year. — Conversation,  memory  work  and 
composition  continued.  "Jungfrau  von  Orleans." 
"Wilhelm  Tell,"  and  other  classics  read.  Constant 
comparison  with  English  grammar  and  language. 
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SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT— Professor  Bocock 


The  work  in  botany  is  confined  to  flowering 
Botany,     plants.     The  time  allotted  to  the  subject  is 

eight  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  Lab- 
oratory work  will  predominate  throughout  the  course. 
Text-book  work  and  collateral  reading  are  not  neg- 
lected but  such  work  depends  on  and  is  governed  by 
the  work  done  in  the  laboratory.  The  course  begins 
with  work  in  the  structure  and  germination  of  seeds 
and  this  is  followed  by  careful  study  of  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  plant  throughout  its  life  history.  In 
the  study  of  the  various  plants  grown  in  the  laboratory 
such  subjects  as  plant  tissues,  structure  and  functions 
of  vegetative  and  reproductive  organs,  monocotyledon 
and  dicotyledon  stems,  phyllotaxy,  vernation,  vena- 
tion, etc.,  are  taken  up  and  discussed.  The  latter  part 
of  the  course  is  given  to  ecological  and  systematic 
botany.  The  valleys  and  mountains  near  the  school 
furnish  excellent  examples  of  the  great  divisions  of 
plant  ecology.  Frequent  trips  are  taken  for  the  study 
of  such  plants  in  their  native  haunts.  In  the  study 
of  classification  each  student  is  required  to  hand  in  a 
herbarium  of  twenty-five  specimens.  Throughout  the 
course  in  botany  a  notebook  is  required  to  be  kept  by 
each  student,  in  which  records  of  experiments,  reports 


of  field  trips,  etc.,  are  kept.     Text,   Bergen  &  Davis' 
Principles  of  Botany. 

The  course  in  zoology,  extending  through- 
Zoology,  out  the  first  semester,  is  mainly  one  of  lab- 
oratory work,  although,  as  with  botany,  the 
text-book  is  by  no  means  eliminated.  Eight  hours  a 
week  is  the  time  each  student  is  expected  to  devote  to 
the  subject.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  take  as  com- 
prehensive a  view  as  possible  of  the  whole  zoological 
field,  giving  special  attention  to  some  of  its  divisions. 
The  laboratory  work  consists  of  work  on  types  from 
the  main  phyla  of  the  animal  kingdom.  The  collect- 
ing of  specimens  for  the  entire  course  is  done  by  the 
students  and  for  such  collecting  field  trips  are  ar- 
ranged. This  is  intended  to  give  the  student  an  insight 
into  the  pleasure  of  field  zoology  and  also  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  study  of  animals  in  their  natural  sur- 
roundings. Throughout  both  text-book  and  laboratory 
work  such  subjects  as  adaptation,  coloration,  habits, 
evolution,  etc.,  are  discussed.  The  keeping  of  a  note- 
book in  which  all  the  laboratory  work  is  written  up 
in  detail  is  an  important  feature  of  this  work.  Texts, 
Jordan  &  Kellogg's  Animal  Life,  Colton's  Descriptive 
Zoology. 
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The  time  devoted  to  this  sub- 
Physical  Geography,     ject  is  five  hours  per  week  for 

one  semester.  The  work  begins 
with  the  study  of  the  earth  as  a  planet  and  its  relation 
to  other  heavenly  bodies.  The  other  subjects  taken 
up  come  under  the  following  heads  :  The  atmosphere, 
its  composition,  extent,  movements ;  temperature,  its 
distribution  and  resulting  effect ;  the  ocean,  its  tides, 
waves  and  currents  ;  land  forms,  their  form,  structure 
and  origin  ;  the  great  erosive  agents  and  their  effects  ; 
the  distribution  of  life  on  the  globe.  The  country  sur- 
rounding Albion  furnishes  the  student  an  excellent 
field  of  labor  for  the  structural  and  dynamic  divisions 
of  the  study.  Most  excellent  examples  of  land  sculp- 
turing are  to  be  seen  and  dynamical  results  of  differ- 
ent kinds  are  widely  portrayed  in  numerous  places. 
Excursions  by  the  class  are  made  to  these  places  of 
interest.  The  school  is  a  station  of  the  U.  S.  Weather 
Bureau  and  the  students  taking  physical  geography 
have  charge  of  the  observations  made  in  connection 
with  the  Bureau.  Text,  Davis'  Elementary  Physical 
Geography. 

Five  hours   a  week   for  one   semester   is 

Geography,     given  to  the  subject  of  geography.     The 

first  part  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  a 


serious  review  of  the  state  text  with  the  aim  in  mind 
to  lay  a  strong  foundation  for  the  method  work  to  be 
given  later  on.  An  exhaustive  study  is  made  of  a  few 
types  with  the  view  to  correlate  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  mathematical,  physical,  political  and  commer- 
cial geography.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  is  de- 
voted entirely  to  method  work  in  the  subject.  The 
matter  treated  falls  under  the  following  heads:  (1) 
Nature  and  scope  of  the  study  of  geography;  (2)  its 
place  in  the  course  of  the  elementary  schools;  (3)  dif- 
ferent methods  of  teaching  the  subject;  (4)  method 
and  apparatus  and  devices  needed  in  certain  phases 
of  the  subject  as  map  modeling,  blackboard  illustra- 
tion, etc.;  (5)  a  detailed  outline  of  a  course  in  the  sub- 
ject suitable  for  the  elementary  schools.  Text.  State  text 

Five  hours  per  week  is  the  time  allotted 
Physiology,     to  this   subject.     The   cours   consists   of 

a  review  of  the  State  text  followed  by 
method  work  in  the  teaching  of  the  subject.  The 
course  is  an  elective  for  second  year  students  and  is 
not  given  unless  at  least  five  students  choose  the  sub- 
ject. Laboratory  work  consisting  of  dissection  and 
experimental  work  is  a  special  feature  of  the  course. 
Hygiene  is  given  its  due  place.  Time  is  also  devoted 
to  the  teacher's  care  of  the  child  in  the  school  room

with  regard  to  correct  positions,  exercise,  ventilation, 
etc.  The  place  of  physiology  in  the  elementary  school 
and  methods  of  presenting  it  are  the  main  subjects 
treated.     Text,  State  text. 

The  study  of  physics  consists  of  both  text- 
book and  laboratory  work.  Eight  hours  a 
week  for  two  semesters  is  devoted  to  the 
In  the  text-book  work,  besides  the  study  of 
the  principal  physical  laws  and  their  workings,  many 
problems  are  given  to  fix  the  principles  learned  in  the 
text.  In  the  laboratory  each  student  is  required  to 
perform  a  definite  number  of  experiments.  From 
these  experiments  the  student  is  expected  to  work  out 
for  himself  the  main  laws  of  physics.  Laboratory 
work  in  any  phase  of  the  study  precedes  the  class 
room  work  in  that  subject.  The  aim  is  to  make  the 
study  of  physics  individual,  independent  and  inductive. 
A  notebook,  neatly  kept,  is  required  of  each  student. 
This  notebook  is  handed  in  for  correction  whenever 
called  for  by  the  instructor.  Text,  Millikan  and  Gale's 
First  Course  in  Physics. 


The  school  is  fortunate  in  having  a  well- 
Chemistry,     equipped  laboratory  which  accommodates 

a  large  class  without  crowding.  Each 
student  is  required  to  perform,  individually,  the  pre- 
scribed number  of  experiments  and  record  them,  in 
detail,  in  a  laboratory  notebook.  In  this  work  special 
pains  are  taken  to  have  the  student  acquire  the  habits 
of  thoroughness  and  exactness  which  count  so  much 
in  the  study  of  any  science.  The  work  in  the  labora- 
tory deals  mainly  with  the  study  of  the  characteristics 
of  the  more  important  elements  and  their  principal 
compounds.  Some  qualitative,  quantitative  and  determ- 
inative work  is  done  toward  the  end  of  the  year.  Cer- 
tain regular  days  are  given  to  recitations  and  quizzes 
in  both  the  text-book  and  laboratory  work.  Each  stu- 
dent working  in  the  chemical  laboratory  is  required  to 
make  a  deposit  of  $3.00  to  pay  for  chemicals  and  ap- 
portraits  used  and  for  any  breakage  or  admages.  Text, 
McPherson  &  Henderson.  This  course  is  given  by 
Professor  Shepherd.

1.     Elementary  Manual  Training. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  each  student 
a   sound    working:   basis   in   this    important    branch    of 


school  work.  It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  urge  that 
this  work  is  a  necessity.  That  is  a  recognized  fact. 
Especial  emphasis  is  laid  on  work  for  rural  schools. 
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Every  effort  is  made  to  relate  closely  this  course  to 
the  work  of  the  grades.  Students  are  required  to  take 
the  entire  course  of  a  year  of  forty  weeks.  During 
that  time,  outlines  for  the  different  month's  work  in 
elementary  manual  training,  correlated  as  closely  as 
possible  to  the  work  in  the  grades,  are  to  be  written 
up  and  handed  in.     The  divisions  of  the  work  are: 

(a)  Basketry  and  Weaving — Making  of  baskets, 
mats  and  bags  in  rattan  and  raffia.  Instruction  in  the 
processes  of  coiled,  sewed  and  woven  baskets,  includ- 
ing decorative  and  constructive  design.  Weaving  of 
book  marks,  mats,  baskets,  cornucopias,  lanterns,  nap- 
kin rings,  etc.,  in  paper,  the  use  of  the  loom,  including 
the  weaving  of  rugs,  mats,  hammocks  and  blankets 
from  yarn,  carpet  warp  and  other  suitable  material. 
Original  work. 

(b)  Clay  Modeling. — Type  forms  and  objects  of 
nature  based  upon  them  ;  the  modeling  of  groups  of 
objects;  work  in  still  life  and  relief;  use  of  clay  tools; 
decorative  design. 

(  c  )  Paper  and  Cardboard. — Cutting  to  line  ;  geo- 
metrical and  symmetrical  free  cutting.  Making  of 
simple  and  complex  geometrical  forms  with  their  ap- 
plication to  useful  objects.  Holiday  constructions; 
constructive  drawing. 
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(d)  Whittling. — Weaving  needle,  clay  tools,  kite, 
paper  knife,  shipping  tag  and  numerous  other  articles 
that  are  of  two  dimensions  and  can  be  easily  whittled 
out.  The  exercises  of  this  course  will  depend  largely 
upon  articles  suggested  by  the  students. 

2.  Woodwork. 

(a)  Course  in  Elementary  Woodwork.  —  This 
course  is  designed  to  give  an  acquaintance  with  the 
principles  of  manual  training.  A  series  of  exercises  in 
wood  sloyd  has  been  planned.  Elementary  mechani- 
cal drawing  is  taught  in  connection  with  the  different 
exercises,  to  enable  the  student  to  read  working  draw- 
ings. 

(b)  Course  in  Advanced  Woodwork. — Care  and 
use  of  tools  ;  cabinet-making.  In  connection  with  this 
course  there  will  be  a  series  of  talks  on  the  treatment 
and  finish  of  wood,  process  of  lumbering  and  season- 
ing, the  Sloyd  system,  and  the  educational  value  of 
manual  training. 

3.  Mechanical  Drawing  (Advanced). 

This  course  will  include  shading,  tracing,  lettering" 
and  blueprinting,  in  their  application  to  manual  train- 
ing.

In  this  course  an  attempt  will  be  made

The  observation 
work  which  is  going  on  at  the  same  time  that  this 
course  is  being  taken,  is  used  as  a  basis  for  investigat- 
ing the  general  problems  of  teaching  which  are  treated 
in  this  course.  Text,  McMurry's  General  Methods, 
Thorndike's  Principles  of  Teaching.

History  of  Education     ucation      an    attempt    will     be 
and   School  Lav/.  made  to  get  a  general    survey 

of  the  whole  field  but  particn 


lar  attention  will  be  paid  to  modern  movements  in  ed- 
ucation and  modern  educators.  Following  the  study 
of  the  educational  system  of  the  United  States,  the  ed- 
ucational system  of  Idaho  and  the  school  laws  of  the 
States  are  taken  up  and  investigated  thoroughly.  Text, 
Monroe  and  State  School  Laws. 

President  Axline. 

In  the  last  half  of  the  senior  year, 
School  Manage-  special  attention  is  given  to  school 
ment  and  Science  management.  The  fact  that  more 
of    Education.  teachers   fail   on   account    of    poor 

discipline  and  poor  school  manage- 
ment than  for  any  other  reason  causes  school  manage- 
ment to  be  placed  at  the  summit  of  the  course  in  edu- 
cation with  an  accompanying  study  of  the  science  of 
education  as  a  whole.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
details  in  the  study  of  school  management  and  it  is 
treated  in  an  eminently  practical  manner.  Text,  See- 
ley's  School  Management.

taken  and  observed  under  the  direction  of  the  primary 
critic  teacher.  During  the  second  thirteen  weeks,  in- 
termediate methods  are  taken  and  observed  under  the 
direction  of  the  intermediate  critic  teacher ;  and,  dur- 
ing the  last  thirteen  weeks  grammar  grades  methods 
are  taken  and  observed  under  the  direction  of  the 
grammar  grade  critic  teacher.  This  work  includes  ob- 
servation in  the  model  school,  lecture,  and  text  book 
work  with  daily  recitations.

The  Juniors  devote  one  period  a  day 
Observation,  to  observing  classes  taught  by  the  dif- 
ferent critic  teachers  throughout  the 
second  semester,  spending  one-third  of  the  semester 
with  each  critic  teacher.  They  are  required  to  keep 
a  record  of  observations.  Also  the  Senior  on  the  day 
previous  to  her  day  for  teaching  is  required  to  spend 
her  non-recitation  periods  in  the  Model  School.  This 
makes  the  work  continuous  and  lightens  her  teaching 
for  the  next  day. 


THE  MODEL  SCHOOL

It  has  been  the  aim  from  the  beginning  to  make  the 
Model  School  an  ideal  school.  Its  aim  is  not  only  to 
develop  the  mental  faculties  of  the  children  but  to 
produce  good  citizens,  men  and  women  of  pure  char- 
acter, and  to  cultivate  a  love  for  the  good  and  beauti- 
ful in  art  and  nature.  Health  and  physical  develop- 
ment are  constantly  looked  after  for  mental  and  moral 
qualities  depend  upon  the  physical  condition  of  the 
child. 

The  school  consists  of  four  departments.  The  State 
course  of  study  is  closely  followed  and  the  State  text 
hooks  are  used. 


A  new  Model  School  building  has  been  erected  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  has  been  fitted  out  with  modern 
equipment.  Each  department  has  every  facility  need- 
ed to  do  good  work,  including  a  splendid  library  of 
books  of  travel,  history,  geography,  science  and  works 
of  reference. 

Fine  pictures  hang  on  the  walls  and  an  interesting 
and  useful  museum  is  being  collected.  No  effort  is 
spared  to  make  the  children  healthy,  comfortable  and 
happy  and  to  provide  them  with  the  best  possible  in- 
struction. 
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At  the  beginning  of  school  in  September 
Teaching,     the  seniors  begin  their  teaching  work  in 

the  primary  department  and  during  the 
first  thirteen  weeks  teach  in  this  department  unless 
for  some  special  reason  they  are  assigned  to  another 
department.  The  second  thirteen  weeks  is  spent  in 
like  manner  in  the  intermediate  dpartment  and  the 
last  thirteen  weeks  in  the  grammar  grade  department. 
Each  senior  will  teach  half  a  day  each  seven  or  eight 


days.  She  meets  the  critic  teacher  in  the  morning  to 
plan  for  the  day  and  after  school  closes  for  the  day 
she  has  a  conference  with  the  critic  teacher  for  criti- 
cism and  instruction.  Every  possible  effort  is  put 
forth  to  make  the  training  department  practical  and 
real  as  may  be  so  that  when  the  students  go  out  to 
teach  they  may  fully  realize  what  it  means  and  know 
what  to  teach,  how  to  teach  and  why  they  teach  as 
they  do.
